After his discharge he 
returned to Lee county. 
At Bellville, 
Ohio, he was united in marriage, March 
7, 1807, to Miss Mabala Lnntz, who sur­ 
vives him. 
For a time after his marriage 
he worked at the carpenter’s trade and in 
1870 he moved to Iowa and purchased a 
claim on which a sod shanty had been 
erected and five acres of ground broken 
This claim was converted, through Mr. 
Holly’s industry, into a finely improved 
farm on which he resided at the time 
of his death. 
The Times adds that Mr 
Holly was a man who won respect and 
confidence of all with whom he came ¡n 
contact and was frequently honored with 
positions of trust, and at the time of his 
death was one of the trustees of his town­ 
ship. 
The death of such a man is a great 
loss to the community in which he lived, 
Mr. 
Holly was the father of eight 
children, who with the devoted wife 
mourn the loss 
of one whose every 
thought was for their welfare 
He also 
leaves four brothers, Amos, at Dixon, 
Cal.jJ as. F,, DesMoine>, 
Iowa; David 
and George Holly; two sisters, Mrs. Beal, 
and Mrs. Ford, and an aged mother, Mrs. 
Elbe Holly, the latter residing in Chero­ 
kee county, Iowa.
